HONGKONG'S CONTRIBUTION TO 
THE POSTAL SUBSIDY. 

At the last inonthly mecting of the Com- 
miitteo of the Hongkong General Chamber 
of Commerce the following leller was pans- 
ed to bu ferwarded to the Government on 
the subject of the Postal Subsidy :—

It will bo sevn, 
therefore, that though the stecling sum has 
not been increased, the lovecat currency 
amount of the contribution bas, im’ conse- 
quenct of tho depreciation of silver, almost 
doubled. 

3.—The general advantages derived bythe 
public from 9 regular suuil service ary un 
doubtedly groat, and froin a national paint 
of view are su jinportant as to render its 
maintenance essential, but that is no sound 
reason why this culony should bear an 
undue proportion of the cost. 

4 —In connection with the demand now 
made, it must not. be forgotten that 174 por 
cent of this Coluny’s total revenue, iuclud- 
ing the gross revenmurdarived from the Post 
Office, is annually exucted as u contribution 
towards military purposes.

5.—-My Comittee protest most em- 
phatically aguinst tho basison which this 
Colony’s share of the subsidy is proposed ta 
bo calculated.

eminently inequitable to this Colony and

MEDICAL INSPECTION VERSUS 
QUARANTINE. 

~The following lotter was submitted to the 
Committee of the Hongkeng Genoral 
Chamber of Conmercs on the 4th inst. :-— 

Colonial Secretary's Oflice, 
Hongkong, 14th May, 1897. 

Sir,—The Secretary’ of State for the 
Colonies having directed the attentian of 
this Government-to. tho wite divergence 
existing .between the practico as regards 
quarantine followed in certain Colonies an 
the principles which the Local Government 
Board at home regard as suitable for effec 
tive dealing with diseases, with a view to 
preventing their spread both on land and 
water, gnd-the mntter haying been duly 
referred to the Sanitary Board for con- 
sideration, L am directed to state for tho 
information of the Chamber of Commerce 
that the Bosrd has recommended a 
ayatematic medical inspection of all vessols 
entering the waters of the Colony und that 
tho intended place of destination of persons 
landing from an infected port or vessel 
should in each case be notified to the 
inspecting qilicer in tho manner provided 
for inthe regulations issued by the Local 
Government. Board, dated Oth November, 
1896, of which a copy is enclused. 

If the above recommendation of the Bourd 
is adopted, all ships entering the harbour 
will be required to-anchar at a certain 
station jor medical ingpection by a duly 
authorised oflicur, whe will Le on duty at 
such station betwen the hours of 6 a.m. 
and & pan., wad it will beim the discretion 
ofthe inspecting medical oficor to release 
any vessel after inspection or to order hor 
into quarantine and deal with her and hor 
passengers in accordance with the Quaran- 
tine Regulations. i 

In order to avoid dolay and inconvenience 
to shipping, it is proposed to have two 
inspecting stations, one at the Western and 
one at the Eastern oxtremity of the harbour, 
and an adequate staff of medical officers will 
of course have to be provided for the 
purpose. 

Befure, however, entering further into 
the particulars of the scheme, His Kxcel- 
lenoy the Governor would ba glad to receive 
the ‘opinion of the Chamber of Commerce 
regarding the aduption locally of tho Soni- 
tary, Regulations enforced at home and as 
to what modifications, if any aro’ desirable, 
bearing in mind the great importance of

THE FEVERISH SPECULATION IN 
RAUB SHARES, 
. Singapore, Juno 4. * 

The almost indecent interest that people 
are taking in the health of Mr W. Bibby, 
manager of the Raub mines, is a sign of the 
feverish naturo of the presont gamble in 
Raubs. Itisa gamble. During 1894, 1895, 
and 1806, these shares fluctuated for most 
of the time at. prices of from four to five dol- 
lars @ach, but, at the ond of 1896, they 
crept up to about nino dollars ench. ‘The 
explanation of — that rise was an 
increase in the yield of gold per 
ton, an increase that began in the October 
crushing. By buying, probably, for invest- 
ment, the shares rose to clever dollars in 


Match of this year—and, so far, no harm 
was done. From that date, the time of 
stock-jobbing probably commenced. Keen 
and astute persons foresaw that tho timo 
was fayoursble fora ‘boom,’ Money was 
cheap. The community—s rapidly chang- 
ing community—had forgotten its losses in 
the mining boon of the past. Things, in 
a word, were ripe fore boum ; and the boom 
was engineered, 

It has been astutely engineered. The 
manipulators of the market built up a 
vision of ‘wealth, beyond the dreams of 
avarice,” People were told that they should 
‘invest for their ‘grandchildren’; and, with 


that investing phrase in their minds, men 
rushed to buy in the real hope of wrapid 
profit ta bo realised ina few weeks, ‘Lhe 
gamblo went on until, this week, the 
contributory shares were sdld at $20.70 for 
cash and 832 for delivery in July. Then, 
Mr Bibby had an attack of fev. ror indiges- 
tion, or both, and ‘the investors for their 
grandchildren’ rushed to realise their 
profits. \ 

Now, wo say nothing against the Raub 
mine. Neither do we say anything in its 
favour. Nothing has happened to the mine 
of late. The change has been in the market, 


‘| and the market has been manipulated for a 


rise. The buyors havo bohaved og men 
behave in games they do not understand, 
In this Office, only two days ago, an indus- 
trioua and sober citizen related how, having 
resolved to huy-some Raub shores, he was 
turned from his purpose because of suspi- 
cion of what seemed odd conduct. in 
broker—and, yet, a few days later, he 
bought the same shares at eight dollars a 
share higher. The broker, or a broker, 
hud the profit, That sort of thirlg has been 
going on. ‘Tho man with some money to 
sparu’ hus been iaade the sport of tho sharo- 
jeober ; and so he will be always while he 
gambles. People are talking of Raubs 
when they should be attending to their 
business, and are dreaming of shares while 
they should be restfully slumbering. They 
would be wisor to present their shares to 
$e Queen’a Memorial Fund and leop peace:

TRADE IN SIAM. 


Tho Bangkok Times groups figurea to show 
how the foreign trade of Kiam growa yoar 
hy your. Last ydar's exports show an in- 
crease of $+,082,214. ongkong and Sin- 
gapore took the greater part of the increase, 
hut it is noteworthy that the direct trade 
with Europe shows a very marked increase, 
being now $1,209,827 over three times 
whut it was in 1895. ‘Thia is dua, however, 
to rico being takon direct, and not to any 
increased oxport of teak-wood, The only 
places that show a decreage are China, Rio 
de Janviro, and Saigon. Tho amount of 
rico exported is still going slowly down- 
wards as it hins been since 89S. But, 
owing to the greatly enhanced price 
of this staple, there is an increase in Lhe 
value of the amount exported that’ con- 
siderably nioro than accounts fer the whole 
inorenso in tho exports of the year.

THE SHAB OF PERSIA, 


A VISIT T0-THE TREASURE HOUSE IN 
THE PALACE. 

Mr J. H. Fraser, one of the three Com- 
missioners of T'rucel, who are now cycling 
round the world, contributes to the Engli 
Illustrated Magazine from Toheran an in- 
teresting description of the present Shah 
of Persia. Hig name is Muzafer-éd-Din- 
Shsh, and he seems to be a very inoffen- 
sive person, spending much of his time 
on tho hills, shooting, or pottering about 
his garden in a pea-jacket and a pair 
of Scotch tweed trousers, taking photo- 

phs. Heis an exceedingly nervous 
man, but he does not seem to be afraid 
‘of admitting cycling correspondents _to 
inspect the treasures of his palace. Mr 
Fraser says that he saw the Peacock throne,
